Pat Borowiak, Public 
Health Technician Super- 
visor for the Health De- 
partment of Northwest 
Michigan, is serving as the 
regional Lead Navigator 
for Health Insurance Mar- 
ketplace enrollment. 

“People are looking for 
answers,” Borowiak said. 
“We want them to know 
they still have plenty of 
time to explore the options 
and decide what’s best for 
them.

Sharon Owen’s first symptoms 
began when she was 8 years old. Doc- 
tors concluded her sinus problem was 
because of tonsils and adenoids and 
not an allergy. Her mother later re- 
gretted agreeing to their removal, be- 
lieving that women who had adenoids 
removed had more immune system 
problems. A chronic cough then 
forced Sharon to sleep sitting upright 
to breathe. 

The next year, she experienced re- 
current double vision. Walking diffi- 
culties started next. Climbing stairs 
and playing at school became difficult 
with legs “like Jell-O” she said. Owen 
saw a specialist who prescribed med- 
ication for a severe sinus infection. 
The double vision subsided, but her 
sinus problems worsened. Owen en- 
tered the hospital in December 1967 


but no solutions were found. In Febru- 


ary 1968, she was readmitted. One 
treatment was to put a tube up her 
nose and force water in to clear her si- 
nuses. She continued the practice at 
home without success. 

Owen celebrated her 11th birthday 
in the hospital. She was too de- 
pressed, too ill for a party. She knew 
she was sick and wasn’t getting better. 
She started to become paralyzed. Doc- 
tors didn’t know what to do. After her 
release from the hospital in April 1968, 
her parents were told to bring her 
back in a month - if she were still 
alive. She only had movement in her 
right hand. 

Too poor to afford a wheelchair and 
too wealthy to get public assistance, 
her Dad modified a chair so her Mom 
could wheel Sharon around. Her fam- 
ily provided assistance with toilet use 
and bathing. Medical records suggest 
Owen may have multiple sclerosis. 

Desperate, Owen saw a chiropractor. 
He thought he could improve her si- 
nuses but not the paralysis. Nearly 
three years after her sinus problem 
started, it was resolved after the first 
session. After the second treatment, 
she moved her left foot. Treatment 
continued, including monthly visits, 
five years later. Non-medical staff at 
the clinic warned doctors would re- 
fuse to see Owen if they knew about 
unconventional treatments. Asked 
about her improvement, her parents 
called it a miracle. 

The family living room became her 
bedroom. Her dad turned her at 
night. Otherwise, she was treated the 
same as her siblings and remained in- 
volved with the family, including out- 
ings. She did schoolwork from home. 

With physical therapy, Owen 
learned to walk again, crawling at 
first and then using a walker, canes or 
crutches. The next school year, her 
brothers carried her up the steps to 
class. Owen decided she needed to 
climb steps again. Using two canes 
and the banister, Owen demonstrated 
the tenacity and independence that 
continue to sustain her. Her walking 
improved and she didn’t need a cane. 
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Confusing Lupus 
symptoms Delay Diagnosis

But her leg strength never completely 
returned. Her ankles still buckle on 
uneven terrain, and she loses strength 
when tired. 

The next year, Owen had trouble 
breathing. She was hospitalized with 
severe anemia, a low red blood cell 
count. Doctors determined blood cells 
were being destroyed in her spleen, 
which they removed. Next, she 
started taking Prednisone, a steroid. 
It caused increased appetite and fluid 
retention. She “blew up,” gaining 
weight rapidly. Another side effect 
was blood blisters in her mouth, 
which popped at night and bled. 
Owen’s case was so extreme her pic- 
ture appeared in a medical journal. A 
medication switch eliminated the blis- 
ters, but she stayed in the hospital two 
weeks. She was 12. 

Finally a diagnosis 

In 1974, her eyes began protruding. 
She drank radioactive material to de- 
stroy her overactive thyroid, which 
was causing the protrusion, but the 
eye condition was permanent. As 
treatment for scoliosis, Owen wore a 
brace for the next 18 months, 23 hours 
a day. Eye infections began in 1975. 
Told this type of infection rarely af- 
fects both eyes and was not serious, 
Owen wasn’t concerned. 

In 1979, hospitalized with what 
seemed like the flu, Owen was diag- 
nosed with lupus erythematosus, an 
autoimmune disorder causing her im- 
mune system to attack her tissues and 
organs. Medical records indicate 
lupus was suspected as early as 1971; 
Owen was never told. By 1981, her kid- 
neys were affected. In 1984, the diag- 
nosis was Wolf-Parkinson-White 
syndrome, an electrical short in her 
heart. She still takes heart medica- 
tion plus high blood pressure and thy- 
roid medications. 

In 1986, the infection went to Owen’s 
other eye. In 1990, she developed 
cataracts. Surgery on her left eye cor- 
rected the tear duct, removed a 
cataract and implanted a cornea. But 
the eye became infected. It was re- 
moved, the socket cleaned and another 
cornea implanted. Glaucoma devel- 


oped next, causing intense pain. Sur- 
gery eliminated the pain, but drops 
failed to stop the infection. The eye 
was removed in 1994, and Owen was 
fitted with a prosthetic. 

In 2001, another infection created a 
corneal ulcer. It was removed, but her 
vision did not return. Repeated infec- 
tions further damaged the cornea and 
no additional treatment was possible. 
In 2010 she was declared legally blind. 
Cornea transplants allowed Shari to 
participate fully in raising her chil- 
dren, Jesse and Andrew. Jesse is now 
25 and Andy is 22. Both are college 
students. Jesse was married on April 
6. Shari was there to enjoy it, with 
20/200 vision. 

For Sharon, it took years of suffer- 
ing debilitating symptoms until she 
was diagnosed with a type of lupus, a 
treatable but not curable condition. 
Lupus occurs in greater frequency 
among women, African Americans 
and Hispanics. Nine of ten people 
who have lupus are women and 
women of color are two to three times 
more likely to develop lupus. It is 
most often diagnosed between the ages 
of 15 and 40. 

Lupus can be difficult to diagnose 
because its signs and symptoms often 
mimic those of other ailments. Aware- 
ness of lupus, among the general pub- 
lic and the medical establishment, has 
increased significantly since Sharon’s 
first symptoms in 1967. The criterion 
for diagnosing lupus is now well estab- 
lished. While there’s no cure for 
lupus, treatments can help control 
symptoms. Persons experiencing on- 
going fever, aching, fatigue and/or an 
unexplained rash that does not re- 
spond to treatment, particularly those 
in one of the higher risk categories 
(African American or Hispanic 
women aged 15-40) and those witha 
family history of autoimmune disor- 
ders, such as rheumatoid arthritis, 
scleroderma, multiple sclerosis or 
Graves’ disease, should consult their 
physician and ask to be evaluated for 
lupus.

EAST JORDAN—Parks Direc- 
tor Tom Cannon presented cost 
estimates totaling $8.5 million for 
proposed Tourist Park designs at 
Tuesday evening’s city commis- 
sion meeting.

E, recreation area improvements. 

“Tn my opinion, [phase A and 
phase B] are the most critical,” 
said Cannon at Tuesday’s meet- 
ing. 

Both phases A and B are esti- 
mated near $2.5 million each, and 
would promote tourism for the 
city of East Jordan.

“Significant efforts will be re- 
quired to secure grant funding 
from multiple sources to cover 
the bulk of the improvements.” 

Whether the city obtains fund- 
ing for phase A or phase B, Can- 
non projects that a single phase 
could take up to three or four 
years for completion. 

“Looking beyond numbers, 
this project is about Placemak- 
ing. For our city to have that 
many acres on water is unheard 
of these days,” said Cannon. “It’s 
important for our town to keep 
this. These are the things people 
will be looking for when looking 
to move to [East Jordan].”

Open Enrollment & 
Medicare Plans for 2014 


The open enrollment period 
for Medicare Plans will once 
again be from October 15th 
through December 7th, with 
an effective date of January 1, 
2014. The details for each of 
the stand-alone Medicare Pre- 
scription Drug Plans (Part D) 
and the Medicare Advantage 
Plans will be released prior to 
the start of the enrollment pe- 
riod. 

First let me describe some 
of the basic features of the 
drug insurance coverage for 
these plans. Generally, there 
have been over 30 stand-alone 
drug plans and about 12 
Medicare Advantage Plans 
available to Medicare benefici- 
aries in some or all of the 
counties of Northwest Michi- 
gan. These plans vary consid- 
erably in premium cost, 
co-pays for medications, and 
in the cost for the deductible. 

While there are not any de- 
tails available concerning the 
premiums for Medicare plans 
at this point, CMS Medi-care 
has already announced that 
some of the costs associated 
with prescription drug insur- 
ance will be lower in 2014. The 
annual deductible cost for 
plans will be reduced by $15 to 
$310. The gap or donut hole

will be low-ered from $2,970 to 
$2,850 in 2014. This means that 
beneficiaries will enter the 
donut hole quicker than in the 
previous year. It is important 
to note that the $2,850 thresh- 
old level for the gap repre- 
sents the total cost for 
medications, not the out of 
the pocket cost. Once a benefi- 
ciary enters the donut hole, 
the co-pay for their brand 
name medications will rise to 
$47.5% of the full cost of the 
drug. Generic drugs will cost 
72% of the full price. Com- 
pared to 2013, the cost for 
brand drugs for those folks in 
the donut hole will remain the 
same, while the cost for 
generic drugs will be lowered 
about 7% from the previous 
year. 

The catastrophic level has 
also been reduced by $200 to 
$4,550. This means that people 
who have spent this much out 
of their pocket, will see their 
drug co-pays reduced signifi- 
cantly. 

Beneficiaries who are eligi- 
ble for any level of Extra Help 
are not affected by the donut 
hole, so it is important for 
this, and many other reasons, 
to be screened for this impor- 
tant benefit. The Extra Help 
program is sponsored by the 
Social Security Administra- 
tion. 

There are many changes 
taking place in health care at 
this point. The new Health In- 
surance Marketplace plans 
will not affect nor change any- 
thing for Medicare beneficiar-

ies. Those on Medicare need 
to do nothing as it relates to 
these new healthcare plans. In 
fact, it is illegal for Medicare 
participants to enroll in one of 
the Marketplace plans. 

Folks can compare drug and 
health plans and enroll online 
by going to the Medicare web- 
site at www.medicare.gov and 
click on “Find health & drug 
plans.” Otherwise trained 
counselors from the 
Medicare/Medicaid Assis- 
tance Program (MMAP) can 
provide no cost services to 
Medicare beneficiaries for 
those who are unable to do 
their own research. They can 
also be screened for Extra 
Help and other low income 
benefits. 

It is vital for people on 
Medicare benefits to have 
their plans reviewed each 
year because the plans are 
constantly changing. New 
plans are offered and some ex- 
isting ones are terminating. 
Also, the plan benefits can 
change from the standpoint of 
the drug formulary, co-pays, 
premium levels, and even re- 
strictions. 

MMAP counselors consist 
of volunteers and paid staff 
who are unbiased and well 
trained to provide help. A 
coun-selor can be reached by 
calling MMAP toll free, at 800- 
803-7174. Start the process 
today by calling MMAP and 
request to have a drug work- 
sheet mailed out.
